cifm. To avoid, therefdre, the tedious detail of ephemeral 
enterprize, as well as to confult the feedings ot individuals, 
whom it would be wanton to wound, in cafes, where no 
good can refult from, the operation, we have deemed it moft 
expedient to content.ourfelves with a fummary enumeration, 
in preference 10.2 laboured and circumftantial report.

But his‘countenance does not: difplay 
thofe marked and prominent features—thofe ftrong outlines, ~

ApELMORY, the OuTLaw; a Romantic Drama, in 
three Ads, by M. G, Lewis, Efq,_M.P. 

Few authors have a greater right than Mr. Le wits to com- 
plain of the uncandid and illiberal manner, in which his 
works have been treated by the major part of our periodical 
vehicles of criticifm. Not only, have they, dire&ted again 
him every weapon, whieh bigotry and prejudice can muf- 
ter; but in the intemperance of their zeal, they. transfer 
their rancour from his writings to his perfon; and will as 
little allow him to poflefs literary as moral worth. With 
the Spite of cunuchs, and the /pleen of prudes, they decry 
what is beyond their own. r-ach : barren of fancy, and impo- 
tent of foul, they hate tne pofleflion of genius in others : and 
having partly fucceeded in exciting a falfe alarmagainft the fir 
ofMr. Lewis’s produgtions, they convert tue charge they have 
felves preferred into a general principle, and realoning op 
their own rath ¢p/e djxtt, that the Moré is a compound of 
blafphemy and facrilege—they gravely tell us, that fuch and 
fuch a work 1s by the author of the Moné, and, therefore, 
mutt, of neceffity, be impious and immoral. In how fir 
fuch a fyftem of literary affaffination comports with the fair 
canons of criticifm, we leave it to our readers to determine. 

It is not our intention, in the prefent inftance, to enter 
into a minute and elaborate defence of Mr. Lewis's literary — 
charafler. This we referve for a future occafion, when, in 
confequence of certain changes and arrangements that will 
take place in the nature and complexion of this work, after 
the prefent number, we fhall devote a greater proportion of - 
our pages to general Literature. For the prefent, therefore, ’ 
we fhail content ourfelves with a brief anelyfs ot the Plot,

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accompanied with fuch comments as refult from that expofi- 
tion, and which caniot, with propriety, be detached from 
the individual cafe. it | 

Froin the very title of the piece, which the author ex. 
pre(sly ftyles a Dramattc Romance, the reader will imme- 
diately perceive, that Adelmorn has no preténfions torank 
in the clafs of regular and legitimate dramati¢ compolitions if i: 
Principally, we might, perhaps, fay folely, folicitous to pro= <4 aie 
diice the effeé#, the author has mot been very nice and fergs"" 
pulous with refpef&tto the means. In this point of view, we 
certainly confider Mr. Lewis's prefent Produftion, as the 
moft unworthy effort of his Mofe ; but, granting this general 
admiffion, we muft fuffer it to operate'in plea of the f{pecific . 
line of condué& he has, on this occafion, purfued. At the 
fame time, we are free to'own, that, had'we no other crite. 
rion by which to appreciate and form our judgment of Mr, . 
Lewis's literary and dramatic powers, than what he has 
furnifhed us with in The Out/aw—in that cafe, he would 
ftand infinitely lower in our eftimation, as a writer, than he 
aftually and juftly does. 

The plot, like that of the Cale Speéfre, hangs, ina great 
meafure, on the mufder of the rightful Lord of Bergen, by. 
a younger relative, who covets his poffeffions. Ulric, the 
affaffin, executes his {cheme with fuch art and addrefs, that 
not only fufpicion, but the ftrongeft prefumptive proof ate 
taches to Ade/morn, his elder coufin, who ftands between 
him and the immediate right of fucceflion. Through the ine, 
tervention of Father Cyprian, Uiric’s tutor and confident, it. 
is fo contrived, that’ Ade/morn being attacked in the dark, at. 
the very moment his uncle is murdered, and drawing his 
fword in his own defence, is led from that circumftance, not. 
only to appear to others, but to believe, himlelf, the a&tual 
perpetrator of the crime. 





Hhe Adelmorn

to pay a vifit to-his wife, when, being furprifed by the, 
abrupt entrance of Ulric, he, hides. himfelf ‘under a-table in: 

Wri¢ feating himfelf-atfthe. table ; utters a foli- 
loquy, avowirjg his guilt, without the flighteft: fufpicion of 
his being overheard. Orilla foon after, makes her appeare: 
-ance,; and miftaking Ulric for Lodowick, throws, her‘jarms 
around his neck. This circumftance naturally excites U/ric’e- 
cyriofity,. and engenders a-train of thought, which aroules, 
fulpicion. . Brenzo prefently enters, and intorms the Count,: 
that Ade/morn inhabits the neighbouring foreft, In the ex-. 
cefs of his_joy, at this welcome intelligence, Ulric, by a 
fudden.ftart, overturns the table, and dete&s Lodowicé, , 
whom he immediately recognizes, as the perfon, who pro- 
cured Adelmorn’s liberatign, and as fuch - forces hum Ante. 
immediate confinement., io8 

_ The Scene now changes to the -foreft... Ulrig,: aecompar : 

nied by Brenna, and a large groupe of vaflals, force their 
way jnto. the hut, in queft of Adelmorn ; but their fearch » 
proves fruitlefs, Innogen having concealed: him behind a 
Sfriding- pannel—(how, and tor what purpole a fading pane 
nel was originally introduced in a wretched ‘hovel ot tais 
defcription, it may well puzzle us to conceive.)

‘* The murder once accomplifhed, I recoiled from it with 
horror. Ulric perceived my confiifiun, and fear ing left my 
wound fhould lead ethers to fufpeét the «ruth, he perfuaded 
me for a while to Ji¢ concealed in yo dungen, the entrance 
to which was a fecret to all but bimfeii.-_Now mark the 
gratitude of villains!—I followed him hither—be, ciofed the 
door, and left me.” | 
Re Soon after my confinement, he paffed this paper through 
the wicket, by which I received my food—* Adelmorn pays 
the penance of your crime—the blow, which wounded your 
arm is {uppofed to have pierced my uncle's heart. I am now 
the Lord of Bergen.—But, dear as you. are tojme (dearer

cannot recede from the rigid enforcement of juftice, which 
Ulric, for obvicus reafons, labours to accelerate, Already 
the Bell tolls the awful knell of death—already the dread- 
ful proceffion begins to march, ard every necefliry prepara- 
tion for the fatal ceremony is completely arranged, when Lo- 
dowtck makes his appearance’ at an upper window of the 
caftle, and calls upori the guards to ftop. The firft emo- 
tions of furprize at his arrival. ‘having fubfided, Lodowzck 
attefts Adelmorn’s innocence to the Duke, at the fame ‘ime 
charging Ulric with the perpetration of the crime for 
which the former is doomed to fuffer. In.corroboration of 
this charge, he produces the paper given him by Cyprian,

Pe ‘To judge frm the prevailing features and complexion of 

the''Times, it fhould feem that the lefs mankind are pervaded with 

an aQual belief in Religion, the more’ fqueamith are they in their af- 
feQation of it—the more do they incline to profeffions of bigotry and 
fanaticifin. The writers of antiquity, the Greek and Roman Dra- 
matifls, certainly entertained as high a degree of veneration for thé 
eftablithed Religion of their Country, as any flate in modern Chrif- 
tendom ; and yet, if we look into their writings, we fhall find them 
replete with folemn appeals to the Gods——both to the celeftial and in- 
fernal Deities Tous, we are free’ to confefs, there appears fome- 
thing hollow and infincere in. thefe violent ebullitions of zeal and“ 
puritanical prudery—to us they appearto argue rather a confcioufnef, 
of want, than the aétual exiflence ofa firm attachment to religi on. 
As the paflage, to which thefe remarks refer, gave great umbrage 
in the reprefentation, Mr. Le WIs- has, in the following very 
{éplible note, given his reafon for retaining it in his play : 

“ This adjuration was very juftly (here we iti¢line to admire rather 
the modefty than the ftrength of Mr. Lewts’s ‘reafoning) thodght 
too folemn in the reprefentation; it was altered on the fecond per- 
formance, But as the fame obje€tion does not appear to me to hold 
againtt its perufal, I have ventured to print it, efpecially as I know 
well, that, were I.to omit a fingle line, there would not be wanting 
fame good-natured critic to fupply the omiffion, and by additions of 
his own, to {well a mole hill of imprudence into a mountain of im- 


tety 1? , 
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for fome time, without motion, This naturally begets 
aftonifhment in the {pe&ators. The Duke urges him to pro- 
ceed; but U/ric’s faculties are completely arrefted by the 
confcioufnefs of guilt, Pointing to the incorporeal form, 
invifible to all eyes but his own:—** See you not (he cx- 
claims) my dagger? Flames curl round it! Lo! how he 
points to his bleeding bofom !—But, ’tis falfe !—the wound 
I gave him was not half fo deep !”—In this manner he con- 
tinues to rave, every fentence ftill further confirming the 
evidence of his cime; till at length uttering a loud cry of . 
horror: ‘* Mercy!” he vociferates—‘* I am guilty, but not 
fitto die!” The Speétre flowly defcends into the earth, 
and Ulric falls proftrate on theground. Adelmorn’s inno-_ 
cence thus eftablithed, Sigi/mond hails him as the rightful 
Lord of Bergen. His chains are taken off, and Ulric, his 
accufer, given into the cuftody ofthe guards, :

lar circumftances of the Di/miffals, which have oflenfibly 
taken place in the official Notices iflued from this Theatre, 
fince the recent termination of the Seafon. On this point, 
much obliquey, it appears, has been thrown upon the Ma, 
noger, Mr, KEMBLE; but although no man, perhaps, can 
be lefs {ulpe&ted than gurlelves of entertaining an, improper 
partiality in favour of that gentleman, juiftjce calls upon us. 
to declare, that on a full and difpaflionate confideration of 
the cafe, the refponfibility of this procedure does not ine 
volve any criminality againit Mr. Ke MBLE. 

The fa&, as far as we have been able to alcertainit, and 
we have devoted a confiderable portion of attentién and 
{crutiny to the enquiry, is briefly this. The theatre, moft no= 
torioufly, has for a confiderab length of time laboured under 
great pecuniary embarraf{ments, the confequences of which 
have preffed upon the firm this feafon, with more than -or- 
dinary weight and difficulty, This preflure mut neceflarily 

have 
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have been felt in a double degree, in confequence of the 
‘atrangements ot'a treaty, publickly known 'to be ‘in agita- 
_ tion, for a transfer of theatrical property. Independant “of 
the laudable wilh, which Mr; Kempe, in his me@aazecrial 
capaciy, has evinced, to clearthe theatre frqii dncum- 
brances, and to enfure to every performer, and evepy labou- 
rer in the- vineyard, his proportionate meed of hire, it can- 
not but be fuppofed, that Mr. KemBveE. asa bidder fora 
joint. fhare in the proprietorfhip (for which he is called upon 
to advance avery large, anda very adequate confideration, 
to the amount of feveral thoufands of pounds fterling) muft 
be deeply impreffed with the neceflity of dtarting upon fair 
and clearground. In this view, he has very properly fug- 
gefted the neceffity of a// conventent retrenchment of exp:n- 
diture, very properly obferying, that it was the bounder 
duty, not lefs of public Inftitutions, than of individuals—~ 

* to be juft, betore they pretended to be generous. 
Confcious, therefore, that a different principle had ‘hither. 
to been afted upon, ‘and that a ‘large number of ujele/s per. 
formers had been retained, whilft thofe, whofe a&ual fer 
vices had a legitimate claim upon ‘the ‘theatre, were deft :im 
arrear, without being able to receive their righteous de- 
mands, Mr, KemBye propofed and firmly infifted on the 
adoption of a rigid fyftem of retrenchment. ‘I'he "propriety 
of fuch.a meafure, under the prefent circumftances, admit- 
ted not of gainfay. All that was deemed nieceflary, and the 
delicacy which fuggefted the expedience of fuch a‘ procefs» 
is folely attributable to Mr. KEMBLE, was,to obviate, as far 
as pra€ticable, the application of private and individual feel- 
ing; and to devife upon a mode of confulting the general 
interefts of the firm, which imperioufly called for economy 
without wounding perfonal fenfibility, In this view, after 
gnature ackibieruéion’ it was relolved to refort to a genezal 
Jweep, and by fending difmiffals to high and /ow, to thofe 
whole . 
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whole, who-were, and-thofe, who were not, under'articles, to 
do away that kind of per/onal diftinGion, which could ra- 
tionally be fappofed capable of producing per/onal irritation. 
The intention of the Proprietorfhip, in the aggregate, and of 
Mr, KEMBLE, as a component member, was to leave no one 
individualywpen to farcafm and infult. For this reafon, it 
was, that official notices were tranf{mitted by the Prompter, 
by command of the Proprietors, to perfons in very different 
fituations and degrees of theatrical repute—to performers at 
forty fhillings—and to others at ten pounds per week. The 
joiut intention of the Proprietors was, to pour balm on the 
wounds of thofe,--whom it was judged, from prudential 
motives, neceflary to difmifs, by  affociating their 
names with thofe, whofe talents, utility, and abfolute retain- 
ment, were fanétioned and proclaimed by the public voice 
—by the unanimous fuffrage of the town. 

Hence the long, diverfified, and unequal lift of difmiffals, 
which in the minds of thofe, who were not. duly apprized of 
the circumftances, begot a fentiment of furprize, of afto. 
nifhment, and of indignation. Even feveral of the per- 
formers themfelves were led aftray,. by popular. 
prejudice, and imputed tothe malzgnity of the. individual, 
meafures, not only diétated by a regard to the public good, 
but originating in a laudable with to confult their own per. 
fonal intereft and benefit. Motives of delicacy. fuggeft the 
Expediency of not launching forth into a detail of names ; 
but this much we feel bold to declare, that not more than 
two out of the whole groupe have any right to attribute the 
proceedings of the Manager to perfonal pique and refent- 
ment, Thefe two we have no hefitation (aé{ing as do on inde- 
pendent principles) to name, They are Mr. Cory, and 
Mifs HeEArD. The former has, for reafons, which we will 


not pretend to devinc, notorioufly experienced much per- 
fonal 
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fonal infu!t, from a certain quarter—the latter has long been 
obnoxious, as being known to be a particular friend of 
__ the writer of this article. Twenty years meritorious fervices 

have weighed little in the fcale_againft the fin of being an ~ 
acquaintance of Mr. DuTTON>—Mr. Cory, however, may 
rejoice in his difmiffal (though contrary to law) as it has 
given him an adequate apology for entering into a more lu- 
crative and permanent article with Covent Garden; and Mifs 
HEARD has met with thofe, who know how to value and 
reward, pro meritis, her qualifications, With regard to 
the reft, it is evident, from the inftance of Mr. W—, Mre 
R—, Mifs S—, &c. that the cafe fiands exaétly as we have 


{tated it—that they have been difmiffed, merly pro formas 
and to give a colouring to fuch dilcharges, as were deemed . 


abfolutely neceflary.
